Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  meet  on  the  following  named 
days  to  hear  te'stimdny,  arguments  and  suggestions,  with  reference  to  the  valuation 
and  assessment  of  railroad,  bridge,  telegraph  and  telephone  property  in  the  State 
of  Missouri,  subject  to  taxation  for  the  year  1907,  viz.  :

County  officials  and  all  other  citizens  who  may  be  interested  in  the  assessment 
of  railroad,  bridge,  telegraph  and  telephone  property,  or  who  have  information  in 
regard  thereto,  are  requested  to  appear  before  the  Board  and  present  their  state- 
ments, testimony  and  arguments,  and  the  officials  of  the  railroad,  bridge,  telegraph 
and  telephone  companies  are  asked  to  take  notice  of  the  dates  for  hearings,  and  in 
order  to  expedite  the  work  of  the  Board,  to  conform  to  the  same. 

It  is  further  resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  is  hereby  directed, 
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in  addition  to  giving  a copy  hereof  to  the  correspondents  of  the  daily  newspapers,  to 
mail  a copy  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  each  county  in  the  State,  and  to  the 
president  or  other  chief  officer  of  each  railroad,  bridge,  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
pany, whose  property  is  wholly  or  in  part  in  this  State. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Board : 

Resolved,  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  That  upon  the  dates  mentioned 
in  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  on  April  15,  1907,  the  companies  operating  lines 
of  steam,  electric  or  cable  railroads,  wholly  or  partly  in  this  State,  will  be  expected 
to  present  to  the  Board,  in  writing,  answers  to  the  following  interrgatories,  viz. : 

1.  The  corporate  name  of  the  parent  company  making  return  required  by  stat- 
ute for  purpose  of  taxation. 

2.  The  name  of  all  branches,  leased  lines,  lines  controlled  through  ownership 
of  stock,  or  lines  operated  under  other  arrangements. 

3.  The  mileage  of  the  entire  road  or  system,  owned,  used,  leased  or  operated  on 
June  1,  1906. 

4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  entire  road  or  system,  on  June  1,  1906,  and  if  capi- 
talized separately,  the  capital  stock  of  each  particular  line  or  branch,  including  the 
amount  of  common  and  amount  of  preferred  stock,  and  the  terms  of  the  latter. 

5.  The  par  value  per  share  of  the  capital  stock. 

6.  The  market  value  per  share  of  the  capital  stock  on  June  1,  1906. 

7.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  on  the  capital  stock  during  the  year  1906. 

8.  The  amount  of  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  entire  road  or  system  on  June 
1,  1906,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  of  each  series  or  is^ue  of  bonds.  If  only  a 
part  of  the  road  is  in  Missouri,  the  bonded  debt  per  mile,  of  the  portion  in  the  State. 

9.  The  line  or  lines  upon  which  each  series  is  a lien. 

10.  The  market  value  of  each  series  or  issue  of  bonds  on  June  1,  1906. 

11.  The  total  gross  earnings  of  the  entire  road  or  system  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1906  (as  indicated  on  page  17  of  the  blank  furnished  by  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Department  of  Missouri  for  annual  statement  of  last  year). 

12.  The  total  gross  earnings  of  that  part  of  the  entire  road  or  system  located 
within  the  State  of  Missouri  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

13.  The  net  earnings  of  the  entire  road  or  system  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1906  (deducting  from  the  gross  earnings,  as  shown  above,  only  such  items  of  ex- 
pense as  are  specifically  enumerated  on  pp.  22-23  of  the  blank  form  referred  to 
above). 

14.  The  gross  earnings  of  each  line  or  branch,  in  and  out  of  the  State,  ascer- 
tained as  above  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906.

2.  The  mileage  of  the  entire  line  or  system  owned,  leased  or  used  on  June  1, 
1906,  giving  the  number  of  miles  of  poles  and  the  number  of  miles  of  wire. 

3.  The  mileage  of  poles  and  wire  operated  in  Missouri  on  June  1,  1906. 

4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  entire  line  or  system  on  June  1,  1906. 

5.  The  amount  of  bonded  indebtedness  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  entire 
line  or  system  on  June  1,  1906. 

6.  The  market  value  of  each  series  or  issue  of  bonds  on  June  1,  1906. 

7.  The  par  value  of  the  capital  stock  and  its  market  value  on  June  1,  1906. 

&.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  on  the  capital  stock  during  the  year  1906. 

9.  The  total  gross  earnings  of  the  entire  line  or  system  for  the  year  ending 

June  30,  1906. 

10.  The  total  gross  earnings  of  the  entire  line  or  system  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906.
